The first petition, filed on be­ 
half of Delmar Manning, holds that 
Safety-Service 
Director 
William 
Watkin. 
in making the appoint­ 
ments, ignored the- order of grad­ 
ing in a recent civil service exam­ 
ination and that he did not comply 
with state civil service laws. 
It alleges that Mr. Manning re­ 
ceived a higher grade than five of 
the men appointed and requests a 
writ of mandamus to compel Di­ 
rector Watkin to “restore him (Mr. 
Manning) to his position as a mem­ 
ber of the fire department.” 
Claims Preference By Law 
The second petition, filed on be­ 
half of Cecil Stillwell, brings the 
question of the validity of an ordi-1 
nance passed in May. 1938, creat-1 
ing a 23-man department before j 
the court, and holds that if the 
ordinance is valid, all the eight men 
must be reinstated under a civil 
service law which states that if an 
abolished 
position 
is 
recreated 
within two years, the furloughed 
men must have preference in filling 
the jobs. 
Samuel M. Chertoff. attorney for 
the plaintiffs, said that although 
he has not been able to see coun­ 
cil records, he does not recall an 
ordinance repealing the ordinance 
of May. 1938. 
lf that ordinance is invalid and 
not in force, he added, apparently 
there has been none passed since 
which

reduced after the eight men were 
furloughed in 1936. 
Actions either way on either one 
of the petitions would affect both

Held Eligibility Discontinued 
The furloughed men, who sought 
to be reinstated when council ap­ 
propriated enough money to hire 
eight men after April I, were re­ 
fused by the civil service commis­ 
sion. which held that the 1938 ordi­ 
nance did not continue their eligi­ 
bility and hence, they would have 
to take the civil service examina­ 
tion before they could be consid­ 
ered for appointment. 
This ruling was based on a ruling 
of the state civil service commis­ 
sion. which stated the men did not 
retain their eligibility by working 
one day in June. 1938. in accord­ 
ance with the ordinance. 
At that time the firemen pro­ 
vided funds from their own pockets 
to pay their salaries for one day. 
City Solicitor Carroll P. Lynch. 
who probably will defend the mu­ 
nicipality in both actions, at that 
time gave an opinion that the one- 
day employment 
would not con­ 
tinue the eligibility of the men.

England Rushes

Other Strategic Regions Also Yield As 
War Engulfs Scandinavians; Berlin 
Says Countries Given ‘Protection’ To 
Guard Vital Supply Source*

Germany invaded Norway and Denmark today. 
The European war swiftly engulfed Scandinavia, 
bringing air raids, coastal battles and landing parties 
to Norwegian shores while Germany’s legions swept 
apparently unimpeded through Denmark. 
The Norwegians fought back. As far as is known 
the Danes offered no resistance. 
This afternoon the German government an­ 
nounced that the Norwegian capital, Oslo, had been 
occupied without incident, and that Copenhagen, 
Denmark’s capital also had yielded. 
Oslo surrendered to German forces at 4 p. rn. (IO 
a. rn., East Liverpool time today), according to Stock­ 
holm dispatches. 
Dispatcher reaching Stockholm said that the Norwegian po­ 
lice chief had resigned and that he wag replaced by German 
officials. 
, 
North of Oslo Norwegian aircraft was reported to ha*# 
shot down two German planes. 


Norwegians Protect New Capital 


The Norwegian arm y is reported to be guarding a defena# 
line between Oslo and lia m a r to protect the new capital and to 
cover the mobilization of inland towns. 
The German radio said Denmark has decided to accept 
“German protection”. 
The German high command said occu­ 
pation of Norway is “ proceeding rapidly” and that “ a alight 
local resistance by Norwegian troops lias ceased.” 
Britain Hiid France immediately promised Norway tall aid 
to fight Germany. 
A British short-wave broadcast, picked up by the National 
Broadcasting Co. at New Y'ork, said th at British aid for Nor­ 
way already is on its way. The broadcast was in German and 
did not reveal what type of aid was meant. 
Germany handed identical notes to the Norwegian and Dan­ 
ish governments asserting the invasion is aimed at getting tho 
jump on the Allies who were accused by the reich of planning 
a similar “ surprise occupation” themselves. 
The Danish parliament has been summoned for an extra­ 
ordinary session today at 2 p. rn., (East Liverpool time) accord­ 
ing to a Copenhagen broadcast heard in London. 


British Naval Units Are A t Sea 


Prime Minister Chamberlain declared in the house of com­ 
mons that Germany charges the Alliei planned to take w ar into 
Scandinavia were a figment of the Nazi imagination. Germany’* 
plans to strike north were made before British mines were 
sowed off the Norwegian coast, said Chamberlain. 
He said powerful British naval units already are at sea.

Italy offered no comment, but the German ambassador called on 
Premier Mussolini to tell him about Germany’s newest military stroke, 
While events were moving rapidly In the northern nation*, th* 
German air force again raided Britain’s Scape Flow naval anchorage. 
Britain admitted no damage but the Germans said at least one battleship 
bad been bit.

The civilian population of Oslo which was under an air raid 
alarm before dawn and which was reported in Paris dispatches to have 
been bombed, was ordered to leave the city. 
The first intimation that the war bad at last spread to Scandinavia 
came late last night when four warships, later identified aa German, 
attempted to force an entrance to Oslo fjord, gateway to the Norwegian 
capital, only to be repulsed by shore batteries. 
The actual invasion of Norway began at about 3 a. rn. (9 p. rn. 
Monday, East Liverpool tim e) according to the Oslo radio, which said 
that German landing parties already had occupied the west coast port* 
of Bergen and Trondheim. 
German forces also were reported to have effected landings at 
Egersund and on the banks of Oslo fjord. 
Invasion of Denmark both by land and by sea apparently coincided 
with the attack on Norway 
Germany followed up her lightning stroke by announcing that her

ANG CHING-WEI, who heads 
the new government for con­ 
quered China, is one of the big 
names of modern Chinese history 
—but he's always been a No. 2 
Iman. 
Early this century he propagan­ 
dized

archy and in 1910 went to Jail for 
trying to kill the prince regent. 
Freed the next year by Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen's 
revolution,
